The  19^9  Qotton  crop  of  16,127,000  'oales  of  5OO  pounds,  gross  v/eight  reported 
"by  the  Crop  Reporting  3oard  of.  the  Bureau  of  Agricult-ojral  Economics  uas  the  largest 
crop  produced  since  1937 »  aJ^d  the  fourth  largest  crop  on  record.    The  crop  v;as 
8  percent  alDove  the  19^8  production  of  14,877,000  bales,  and  ^3  percent  more  than 
the  ten-year  average  of  11,306,000  "bales.    Production  "by  States  is  "based  on  Bureau 
of  the  Census  finb.1  girmings,  v/ith  allovrances  made  for  interstate  raoveinent  of 
seed  cotton* 

In  Te^tas,  v/eather  vas  exceptionally  favora"felo  in  all  areas  of  the  Stajbe,  and 
production  set  a  record  of  6,0^05000  bales  —  37,5  percent  of  the  Nation^ s  cotton 
crop.    Record  crops  of  cotton  were  also  harvested  in  Arizona,  California,  and 
¥ev/  Mexicoo    Production  in  these  three  States  accounted  for  about  I3  percent  of 
the  United  States  crop,  conrpared  v.dth  the  lO-year  average  of  6,5  percent.     In  most 
central  and  eastern  cotton  States,  production  was  less  than  in  19^8  and  below  aver- 
age in  many  of  these  areas, 

The  194-9  lint  yield  per  acre  of  283.9  pounds  was  27.3  pounds  belovr  the  19^8 
record  yield  of  311.2  pounds,  but  30  poiinds  above  the  10-year  average.    In  Arkansas, 
ITevr  Mexico,  and  all  States  east  of  the  Mississippi  River,  the  yield  was  conside;t:ably 
below  that  of  19^8  and  also  below  the  10-year  average.     In  Lo^oisiana,  the  yield 
was  lower  thrn.  in  19^8  but  was  above  average,    A  record  yield  was  harvested  in 
Arizona,     In  Texas  and  Oklahoma,  the  lint  yield  vras  the  highest  since  1894  and  1904, 
respectively. 

Estimated  acre -go  in  cciltivation  July  1,  1949  amounted  to  27 > 719 > 000  acres. 
This  is  about  19  percent  above  the  23,264,000  acres  in  1948,  26  percent  more  than 
the  1938-47  average,  and  the  highest  acreage  since  1937.    Abandonment  was  o.boxit 
average  at  1,8  percent,  leaving  '27,2.'^0 ,000  acres  harvested,  compared  v;ith  22,921,000 
acres  harvested  in  1948.  .  ' 

Cotton  acreage  in  I949  was  higher  th^ji  1948  in  every  State,    Eor  Arizona, 
California,  DJid  ITevr  Mer^dco  the  1949  acreage  in  cultivation  July  1  set  all-time  high 
records,  idth  increases  over'  the'  previous  season  of  42  percent,  19  percent,  and 
50  percent,  respectively.     In  other  St^.tcs,  increases  over  1948  v/ere:  Texas,  25  per- 
cent; South  Carolina,  14  percent;  Louisipjia,  I3  percent;  and  ITorth  Carolina,  l4  per- 
cent. 

Production  of  cottonseed  from  the  I949  crop  was  estimated  at  6,613, 000  tons, 
11  percent  more  than' the  5,945,000  tons  separated  from  the  lint  in  1948  ojad  43  per- 
cent greater  thoji  the  10-year  average  of  4,631,000  tons.    Receipts  of  seed  at  oil 
mills  thro^j^i  March  3I,  I95O,  as  reported  "Uy  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  irith  rja  allov^- 
ance  for  receipts  during  the  remainder  of  the  season,  indicate  that  about  5>9B4,000 
tons,  or  90.5  percent  of  I949  production,  v.dll  bo  delivered  to  oil  mills  for  crushing.

For  19^18  the  Br.reau  of  the  Census  reported  5,382,000  tons,  90,5  percent  of  the 
crop  v/as  delivered  to  oil  mills. 

The  value  of  the  19^9  crop  of  cotton  lint  is  computed  at  $2,262,779,000 
"based  on  the  average  price  to  May  l,  I950,     This  is  only  slightly  higher  than 
last  year's  ^^lue  of  $2,260,089,000,     The  value  of  cottonseed  ginned  from  the 
I9ZL9  crop  is  $286,965,000,  diO\-m.  28  percent  from  a  year  ago.    With  a  sharp  decline 
in  the  value  of  cottonseed,  the  comlDined  value  of  lint  and  seed  v/as  $2,5f^9,7^^,000, 
a'Dout  ^percent  "6  el  ov; 'the  total  value  of  the  19^  crop. 

The  average  price  received  "by  farmers  for  lint  cotton  during  the  period- 
August  1,  19/1-9  to  Hay  1,  1950  v/as  28.1  cents  per  poujid,  compared  v;ith  the  19^^ 
season  average  .price  of  30.38  centSo    Unredeemed  loan  cotton  on  May  1,  1950,  and 
cotton  remaining  to  "be  sold  "by  farmers  after  that  date,  is  valued  at  the  season 
average  price  of  cotton  to  May  1»     Through  April  27,  1950,  loans  had  "been  obtained 
on  3,179s -20  iDales  of  the  19^9  crop  of  v/hich  l,06l,638  oales  had  "been  redeemed. 
The  season  average  price  of  cottonseed  is  indicated  at  $^3r ^0  per  ton.     This  is 
$23,80  helov/  the  19^  average  price  of  $67.20  and  $^^-2.50  less  than  the  19^7  record 
average  price  of  $35.90  per  ton. 

In  m.ost  States  J  the  19^9  crop  got  off  to  an  early  start  in  the  spring.  In 
the  Delta  section  of  Mississippi  and  Louisiana,  hov/everj  prolonged  and  heavy  rains 
at  planting  time  were  follov/ed  by  a  period  of  drought  that  interfered  v/ith 
germination.     This  caused  great  irregularity  of  crop  advancement  throughout  the 
season  in  this  Delta  area. 

Weevil  emergence  in  the  spring  v;as  unusually  high,  and  frequent  rains  over 
southeastern  and  southcentral  States  during  much  of  the  growing  season  reduced 
efficacy  of  poiscsing  operations,  resulting  in  relatively  hcavj'-  v/eevil  damage 
throughout  this  area.  According  to  reports  from  crop  reporters,  the  reduction 
from  a  full  yield  of  cotton  because  of  v/eevil  damage  v/as  17.5  percent  compared 
v/ith  5.0  percent  in  19^^  The  croT>  v/as  harvested  under  generally  favorable 
conditions.

The  official 
cotton  estimates  of  acreage,  yield,  and  production  v/ere  revised  in  the  light  of 
all  available  data  including  that  collected  by  the  Production  and  Marketing 
Administration  in  connection  v/ith  the  cotton  adjustment  program.     Minor  revisions 
v/ere  made  in  some  States,     In  connection  v/ith  this  rcviev/,  additional  ginnings 
for  the  years  19^7  and  19-45  not  previously  reported  to  the  Sijireau  of  the  Census, 
were  found  in  Georgia  and  Texas c     Revisions  in  acreages  and  production  in  these 
tv/o  States  v/ere  made  accordingly ^ 
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Ihe  Crop  Reportiii:';  Board  of  the  Bureau  of  A.^ri cultural  Economics  makes  the 
follov/ing  estimates  of  the  COTTON  CROPS  01  19^^4-8  and  19^^9  "based  on.  Census  ginnin^^s 
and  data  furnished  "by  crop  cor-resp^ondents,  field  statisticians,  and  cooperating 
State  agencies.
